Its  Faculty. 

Is  composed  of  men  eminent  in  their  profession 
and  of  many  years'  experience  as  teachers,  every  one 
imbued  with  the  laudable  ambition  to  excel  as  a  teach- 
er in  his  particular  branch  and  to  impart  all  the 
knowledge  possible  to  the  eager  student. 

Its  Clinic.

Clinics  are  held  daily,  Sunday  excepted,  and  six 
hours  each  day  are  given  over  absolutely  to  clinical 
work. 

Written  and  oral  examinations  are  required  of 
all  the  students  during  each  session  on  all  studies  of 
their  respective  years.  Mid-term  examinations  will  be 
held  in  all  studies  taught  in  college.  Other  examina- 
tions on  notice. 

Requirements  for  Admission. 

Extracts  from  the  Code  of  Rules  of  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties : 

The  minimum  preliminary  educational  require- 
ment of  colleges  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  certifi- 
cate of  having  passed  the  third  year  of  a  high  school, 
or  its  equivalent,  the  preliminary  examination  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 
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That  ten  calendar  days'  grace  shall  be  permitted 
students  within  which  to  enter  after  commencement 
of  session. 

Students  who  have  completed  at  least  one  full  year 
in  a  dental  school  not  a  member  of  this  Association 
write  for  rule  governing  same. 

That  the  minimum  time  for  dental  teaching  re- 
quired by  this  Association  to  qualify  students  for  ex- 
amination for  graduation  shall  be  thirty  weeks  of  six 
days  each,  in  each  of  three  separate  academic  years, 
exclusive  of  holidays. 

That  students  in  attendance  at  colleges  of  this 
Association  are  required  to  obey  the  laws  regulating 
the  practice  of  dentistry  in  the  various  States,  and  fail- 
ing to  do  this,  shall  not  be  again  received  into  any  of 
the  colleges  of  this  Association. 

Requirements  for  Graduation. 

The  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age ; 
must  possess  an  acceptable  moral  character,  including 
good  deportment  while  a  student;  must  have  attended 
three  full  courses  of  not  less  than  thirty  teaching 
weeks  each,  in  separate  academic  years,  the  last  of 
which  must  have  been  in  this  college  before  examina- 
tion for  the  degree. 

Must  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  now 
in  force  or  hereafter  adopted  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Faculties  concerning  students  or 
adopted  by  this  College. 

Must  have  deposited  in  the  College  Museum  a 
creditable  specimen  of  prosthesis,  made  in  the  College 
laboratory. 

Must  have  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  such 
operations  in  the  College  infirmary  as  have  been  re- 
quired of  him. 
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A  lust  have  satisfied  all  laboratory  requirements. 

Must  have  passed  satisfactorily  all  written  and  oral 
examinations  in  all  branches. 

Must  have  paid  all  indebtedness  to  the  College  and 
in  no  way  have  violated  any  of  its  rules. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  a  student  having  ful- 
filled all  the  requirements  will  be  recommended  for 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery. 

MATRICULATION. 

Students  desiring  to  matriculate  should  bring  or 
send  any  diplomas  or  credits  for  advanced  standings 
literary  or  otherwise,  which  they  have. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  submit  to  the 
Dean  of  the  College  satisfactory  evidence  of  good 
moral  character  at  home.  Candidates  for  advanced 
standing  must  present  or  send  their  certificates  to  the 
Dean. 

Matriculation  at  an  early  date  is  desirable  in  order 
to  secure  choice  seats  in  the  tzvo  amphitheaters,  also 
chairs,  lockers,  etc.,  as  all  assignments  are  made  ac- 
cording to  matriculation.  The  students  are  expected 
to  occupy  the  seats  assigned  to  them  throughout  the 
term. 

Only  white  male  students  are  admitted  to  the 
classes.
